It's a generation since 


whjen about half the pods have the 
beans fully formed and before the 
pods begin to turn color. 


After the dew is off the plants in 


the morning, cut with the mowing 
machine, using the side delivery at- 
tachment if you have one. Be sure 
that the knives are well sharpened. 
Let the vines lie in the swath until 
the leaves are well wilted; and then 
rake into windrows. Let them lie in 
the windrow for a day or two, de- 
pending on the weather. 
Then cure 


in small cocks. 


Before hauling to the barn the 


cocks should be opened and the in- 
side and bottom given a further cur- 
ing. 
The coarse 
leaf 
and stem 


should be dried enough to prevent 
molding. 


In handling into windrows, into 


cocks and from the cocks into the 
wagon care should be taken to save 
as many of the leaves as possible, as 
they are especially rich in feeding 
value. 


For Grain: Medium Green, Holly- 


brook and Ito San, in the order 
named, lose some seed by the open- 
ing of the pods both in ripening on 
the vines and in field-curing after be- 
ing cut. The same thing is true of 
other varieties to a less extent. Such 
varieties, if cut for grain, should be 
harvested as soon as the first leaves 
begin to fall. 
The seed will mature 


during the curing process. 


Some varieties retain nearly all of 


the leaf system after the seed is ripe. 
With such varieties the cutting may 
begin with the browning of the pods. 
It is not necessary to wait until all 
of the pods are brown; only until 
this process is well under way. 


Wth all varieties now being tried 


it'Vould be well to keep close watch, 
visiting the field just after the dew 
has dried from the ripening pods in 
the morning to see whether the pods 
are opening and scattering seed, and 
always cutting before this habit be- 
comes well established. 


A careful inspection of the field 


about ripening time will show pretty 
well which varieties are going to be 
best for both seed and straw. Bet- 
ter let these varieties mature well 
before cutting and cut the poorer 
varieties for feeding, either in the 
hay or bean stage. 


Variety tests of the 19 varieties 


with which we are working were 
started this year to find out just how 
much frost each variety would stand 
and still make seed. 
Until this test 


is finished it is better to keep on the 
safe side; and, as between two varie- 
ties of equal or nearly equal worth 
to select the one which matures 
earliest. 
It would be a very good 


idea, and help much in finding out 
the comparative value of the v'arie-

on the barn floor for several days be- 
fore flailing, so as to have the pods 
as dry and brittle as possible. 


Threshing in the field is usually 


quite satisfactory, if the vines are 
thoroughly dry. 


Threshing 
soy 
beans -is dusty 


work; but it should be so done that 
there is the least possible loss of the 
refuse from the threshing, as it is all 
valuable for feed, stock relishing 
every bit of it, even the coarse stems. 


Storing the Seed: 
The beans 


should not be put in bins. The safest 
way to cure them is to hang them 
up in burlap or gunny-sacks, where 
there is plenty of air to carry off the 
moisture. 
Unless you have had ex- 


perience in kiln-curing do not try to 
cure the seed with heat 
Hung up 


in gunny-sacks above the barn floor 
or in the granary, the curing will 
take care of itself. 


Field Observations: 
Inoculating, 


material has been sent to growers in 
practically every case. 
Sometimes 


part of_the seed sown was inoculated 
and part was not. Such comparisons 
should indicate the value if any of 
inoculation.

We have found it al- 
most impossible to clean threshing 
machines so as to get all the seed 
out; and the second threshing of seed 
will contain some 
from the first 


threshing, etc. 


To enable you to keep seed reason- 


ably clean; thresh the different col- 
ored beans alternately, first a yellow, 
then a black, etc. You can then, if 
you wish, hand pick enough for your 
seed for the next year. 


If the quantity is not too large

Text of the Le**ort, Ezek. iii, 12-21. 


Memory Verse*, 17-19—Golden Text, 
Ezek, iii, 17—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 
It is most helpful to consider tbese 


men who were truly sent of God and 
who faithfully delivered His messages; 
The heart of all their messages was 
tbe one to whom they all bare witness 
(Acts x, 43); the one whom Ezekiel saw 
as a man upon, a throne (1, 26); the one 
for whom the throne of David still 
waits, Who will be King over all the 
earth and rule tfae world in righteous- 
ness (Luke i, 32, S3; Zech. xiv, 9). 


Ezekiel was one of the captives In 


Babylon, and, like Daniel, he was there 
for his own good and the good of oth- 
ers (Jer. xxiv, 5), that he might turn 
the people to God. The hand of the 
Lord was specially upon him, as it is 
said at least seven, times (1, 3; iii, 14, 
22; viii, 1; xxxiii, 22; xxxvii, 1; xl, 1), 
and by the Spirit of the Lord he saw 
visions of God, heavenly things as In 
chapter i, and things at Jerusalem on 
earth as in chapter viii, things then 
taking place or about to take place as 
in chapter xii, a&d things yet future 
as in chapter xxxvii. 


When we have become children of 


God by receiving the Lord J«BUS 
Christ there is nothing we need 'so 
much as to be filled with the Holy 
Spirit and have tbe hand of God upon 
us, controlling, guiding, working. If 
we are in His hand for His pleasure, 
inasmuch as tbe pleasure of the Lord 
shall prosper in His hand (Isa. liii, 10) 
it will prosper through us if we are 
only willing and obedient. 


Tbe aim of apery believe? who is 


right with God must be the glory of 
God, 
that God in all things may be 


glorified and the.time of His kingdom 
hastened (I Pet. iv, 11, 13; v, 10). 
In 


chapter i tie prophet saw the likeness 
of the glory of tbe Lord in the cloud, 
and fire and brightness, and the living 
creatures, and tbe wheels and the 
throne over ail with the man upon it 
(chapter i, 3; xxvi, 28). In chapter 
x, 20 he tells us that he knew the 
living creatures were the cherubim, 
and I believe that Adam and Eve and 
the antediluvian believers saw in the 
cherubim in Eden symbols of what re- 
deemed ones shall be in the kingdom. 


Before it is time to teach this lesson 


I hope to have rewdy a booklet on "Tbe 
Cherubim." It is only as we are filled 
with visions of God and glory that we 
can be His faithful witnesses here iu 
this ungodly world. There is rebellion 
against God on every side as truly tis 
in the days of Eaekiel (chapters ii, 3-S, 
ill, 7), and the word of truth is not 
popular. It is even according to Isa. 
xxx, 9-11, but if Spirit filled and be- 
holding the glory we shall not be 
moved by what we see !>nd hear all 
about us. 


As the Lord's messenger or watch- 


man Ezekiel was to hear the word at 
His mouth and give them warning 
from Him (verse 17). His orders were: 
"Speak My words unto them whether 
they will hear or •whether they will 
forbear." "Eat this roll and go speak 
unto the house of Israel." "Speak with 
My words unto them." All My words 
receive In thine beart and go and tell 
them, thus oaith the Lord God (ii, 7; 
ill, 1, 4, 10, 11). Tbe messenger of the 
Lord must never get up his own mes- 
sage nor speak from his own heart 
merely, but he must eat the words of 
the Lord according to this lesson and 
Jer. xv, 1G; Rev. x, 8-11. 
Like this 


prophet and John in Patmos, we will 
find the word sweet to our taste, but 
afterward bitter (iii, 3. 14). for there 
will be an opposition to it on the part 
of many wbich will enable us to sym 
pathlzc with Jeremiah in his experi- 
ence of chapter xx, 8-10. May there 
also be in us such a burning that we 
cr.nnot but speak the words of truth, 
however much we may be tempted not 
to do so (Ants iv, 20). 


The prophet's seven days' astonish- 


ment (verse 15) reminds us of Job's 
friends who sat with him seven days 
and nights without speaking a word 
(Job ii, 13) and of the words of Ps. 
xxxix, '0, "I was dumb, I opened not 
my mouth because Thou didst it" 
Concerning verses 18 to 21 of our les- 
son compare chapters xxxiii, 7-11, and 
note Prov. xxiv, 11, 12, and see our re- 
sponsibility to give to others the glad 
tidings which are for all people. We 
are put in trust with the gospel and 
are debtors to all who have never 
heard, and we will be greatly ashamed 
in that day if we have been unfaith- 
ful to our trust (I Thcss. ii, 4; Rom. 
i, 14-10; I John Ii, 28). It was one 
who belonged to the wicked one who 
said, "Am I nay brother's keeper?" (I 
John iii, 12), and we must be careful 
lest while professedly Christians wo 
act as if we cared not if others per- 
ish. Concerning the words "iniquity" 
and "righteousness" Jn the lesson par- 
agraph we are considering, we must 
remember that "all our righteousness- 
es are as fllthy rags"' (Isa. Ixiv, 'G), 
and apart from the righteousness of 
God in Christ, which becomes ours 
when we receive Him, there is none 
that will stand (II Cor. v, 21; I Cor. 
i, 30; Rom. x, 3, 4). 


From Icsaon verses 22, 23, we learn 


that wo must be where God wants us 
(n order to hear His voice. "Arise, go 
forth into iho plain, and I will there 
talk with thce." "Arise and go down 
io the potter's house, and there I will 
sause thee to hear my words" (Jer. 
xviii, 2). 
Obedience is everything, 


whether the word is "Go forth" o:- 
"Go shut thyself within thine house" 
(verso 24), whether no says "Bo dumb" 
or "Open thy mouth" (verses 20, 27).

COMET 1911 O (BROOKS) 


May Now Be Seen Close to Dipper 


With Naked Eye. 


As this comet has become an in- 


teresting object in the northwestern 
sky, and is now quite plainly visible 
to the naked eye, and easily found, it 
'has been thought that the people of 
Bedford County might be mteiested 
in finding it and wathching its course 
among the stars in its journey to- 
ward the sun. 
' Looking toward the northwest on 
the evening of the 29th as soon as 
the stars become visible, the Dipper 
with its seven bright stars can be 
easily located. Beyond the handle to 
the left and a little beyond it will be 
seen two pairs of stars two magni- 
tudes dimmer than the Dipper stars. 
They form an irregular four-sided 
figure 
approaching 
in 
shape 
an 


elongated rectangle. 
The upper left 


hand "star" of the four is the comet. 
It can be easily distinguished by its 
hazy appearance as compared with the 
stars. The faint suggestion of a tail 
may be seen pointing upwards. 


By watching it from night to night, 


it will be interesting to note its 
course among the stars, which will 
be downwards, toward the sun. By 
October 3 it will have left the three 
stars mentioned above, passed the 
handle of the Dipper and gone on its 
way towards the point occupied by 
the sun beneath the horizon. It will 
reach its perihelion—or point nearest 
;the sun—at midnight of the 27th of 
October, but before that time will 
have become invisible in the bright- 
ness of the evening twilight.
